NOTIFICATION 

Thiruvananthapuram, the 30th September, 2008 

No. 1/2008-Cus. 

Officer, Neendakara Port, having his office at Asramam, 
KoUam has been designated by the Government of Kerala vide G.O.(Rt) 
NO.131/2008F&PD dated 27.02.2008 as Custodian of goods at KoUam Sea Port 
(hereinafter referred to as the Custodian for short). The Custodian has confirmed 
the fact to the Commissioner of Customs & Central Excise, Thiruvananthapuram 
of the said G.O. designating him as the Custodian. The Director of Ports, 
Directorate of Ports, Thiruvanathapuram vide letter C.No.Cl-1007/2007 dated 
28.02.2008 has applied to the Commissioner of Customs & Central Excise, 
Thiruvananthapuram to appoint the Port Officer, Neendakara as custodian under 
Section 4o(l) of the Customs Act,1962 for the sea port at KoUam 

The Port Officer, Sea Port, KoUam, KoUam District, Kerala State is 
appointed as custodian under Section 45(1) of the Customs Act,1962 and is 
granted permission to aUow entry/exit of containers containing the goods or other 
goods to be exported/imported from time to time by various exporters/importers 
and storage of empty containers and goods at designated area(container yard) 
under the foUowing conditions: 

1. The Custodian shall aUow import and export of goods including the Empty 
containers and laden containers to enter/exit the designated area by 
ship/road/rail and shaU be responsible for proper receipt, handUng and storage.

2. The Custodian shall comply with the provisions of Section 45(2) of the 
Customs Act, 1962 as well as Rules and Regulations and instructions issued 
from time to time in this regard. 


3. The Custodian shall provide safe, secure and spacious premises for loading, 
unloading and storing containerized cargo. The Custodian shall be responsible 
for proper receipt, handling, storing of goods and shall be accountable for the 
loss of the imported goods after landing and before clearance as well as the 
goods meant for export/transhipment 

4. If any imported/export/transhipment goods are pilfered or lost after unloving 
in the Customs Area or while in the custody of the custodian, then in terms of 
provision of Section 45(3) of the Customs Act,1962, the custodian shall be 
liable to pay duty on such goods. 


5. The imported/export/transhipment goods, which are not cleared for home 
consumption or warehousing or exported/transshipped within 30 days of 
unloading thereof or within such further time period as the proper officer may 
allow; or the imported goods, to which the importer relinquishes his title as 
provided in Section 23(2) of the Customs Act,1962 shall be forthwith sold 
under the provision of the Section 48 of the Customs Act,1962, by the 
Custodian after obtaining written permission from the proper officer of 
Customs and also following the procedure envisaged under section 150 of the 
Customs Act,1962. 

6, Details of any goods imported but not cleared within 30 days shall be brought 
to the notice of proper officer of Customs. 


7. The custodian shall provide sufficient and. modem handling equipment in 
operational condition for handling the containers in laden and unladden 
condition in the area 

8. The custodian shall not alter the plan of the accommodation, boundary wall 
and building etc. without the concurrence of the Commissioner. 
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9' The custodian shall insure all goods stored in the Customs area 

10. For the proper discharge of duties the custodian shall undertake to execute a 
bond in proper form. The value of the bond shall be equal to the average duty 
involved on the goods likely to be handled in the premises for a period of 30 
days. The amount of bond shall be reviewed annually by the Commissioner. 


11. Security of the premises shall be the responsibility of the custodian subject to 

the prior approval of the Commissioner, for the arrangements. The cost for 
the security shall be borne by the custodian. — 

12. The custodian shall provide free furnished office space for the Customs 
Officers 


13. Free suitable transport from the nearest railway head or suitable point shall be 
provided for the Customs staff by the custodian 

14. The custodian shall make adequate arrangements for sanitan^ facilities, water 
supply and other allied facilities, including the canteen facility for the officers 
working in the area 

15. Residential accommodation for the customs staff posted in the area shall also 
be provided for by the custodian wherever requisitioned by the Commissioner 
of Customs 

16. The custodian shall give separate bond with bank guarantee as prescribed by 
the Board from time to time towards the duty incentive involved in the export 
goods transported from the customs area to the gateway port/any other area 
for export/transhipment. The custodian would also be held responsible for the 
duty and for other penalties leviable for the goods lost during the transhipment 
from the said customs area to the gateway port/other customs area.

17. The custodian shall bear the cost of the customs staff posted at the port. The 

' Commissioner of customs shall decide the number of staff, which is required to 

be pdgted in the facility considering the workload in the station. 

18. The/Custodian shall store/keep in their safe custody free of cost any 
cargo/container/vehicle/vessel, seized/detained under the provisions of the 
Customs Act,1962 or any other act for the time being in force. The custodian 
shall honour any detention certificate issued by the Customs department/or 
waiver/reduction of any demurrage in respect of any cargo detained under 
Customs Act,1962. 

19. Duration of the appointment shall initially remain valid for a period of five 
years from the date of issue of this notification. The Comnussioner shall have 
the right to terminate the appointment at any time after assigning specific 
reasons and giving an opportunity to the custodian to explain the case. 

20. The custodian shall allow movement, parking/berthing of Customs 
vessels/other vehicles under control of Customs in the Customs area without 
any charges. 

21. The custodian shall undertake to adhere to the rules and regulations applicable 
under the Customs Act, 1962 and the rules and regulations framed there under 
and notification and public notices issued under the Customs Act, 1962 or by 
the DGFT under the Foreign Trade (Devdopment and Regulation) Act, 1992.
